L A. A., is given as 
the fact that the one-year-rule bar- 
ring freshmen from varsity sports 
is beinz opposed by the smaller in- 
stitutions who are members of the 
association, as is the rule 
seeks to prohibit college or 
players from playing summer base- 
ball.

R. M. Stewart, assistant director 
of the Dominion observatory, to- 
day told the Royal .Astronomical 
society, of Canada. The sun is a 
great influence over varying weath- 
er conditions on the earth and re- 


cent observatieus of it have led to 
belief that observatories will be 


general trend of. weather for six 
months or even a year ahead, he 
said.

ings Of Georgia Baptists ever held. 
It has beena Convention of serious- 
minded ministers and laymen work- 
ing together to reach the right ad- 
justme%s -of a number of vitally 
importayt matters affecting the fu- 
ture comluct of the denomination’s 
work. iscussions regarding these 
questions were ardent and convinc- 
ing. They were the result of an 
effort an the part of leaders to 
Present all angles of the propo- 
Sitions fh hand. The result of thest 
discussions is, in every instance, the 
cumulative, judgment of the entire 
Convention, thus giving to the mes- 
Sengers @ sense of hearty approval 
of the final decision in every in- 
Stance and sending back to local 
churches messengers with unified 
recommendations for the new year. 

This year's conventien faced a 
number of problems of adjustment 
Srowing out of the reorganization 
of tha machinery of Baptist work 
because of the recent great cam- 
paign known as the Baptist $75,000,- 
000 campaign.

Louie D. Newton of- 
fered a resolution that the conven- 
tion express its appreciation of the 
generous co-operation of the daily 
and weekly press, which was 
heartily passed by the convention. 

As the convention came to the 
hour of adjournment there was a 
sense of fellowship which was per- 
vasive and only to be found in gath- 
erings where men seek to find the 
right basis to carry forward work 
which is meant to serve humanity. 
And so as the audience stood and 
sang the old familiar hymn, 
“Blessed Be the Tie That ‘Binds,” 
every one came to the front and 
clasped the hands of officials of 
the convention and of other per- 
sons in the house. The convention 
closed as it opened in an hour of 
deep devotion. 

The ninety-ninth convention has 
adjourned with Georgia Baptists 
facing the one hundredth year of 
the organized history in a united 
and enthusiastic spirit.

“But no one was seen to 
pass money,” he said. ‘Therefore, 
I could not legally swear that they 
were gambling.” 

“Officer Shumate and I booked the 
cases,” he said, “as disorderly con- 
duct. I knew in my own mind that 
they were gaming, but I couldn’t 
swear to it for I didn’t actually see 
the money pass. I have seen big 
courts turn loose defendants because 
they had not been seen in the act 
of passing the money.” 

“But why did you book ‘the cases 
as ‘disorderly?’” asked Chairman 
Hatcher. 

“Because I consider it a case of 
disorderly conduct when 80 many 
men are ganged together and have 
been gambling, even when I can’t 
actually swear to the simple fact.” 

Collateral Assessed. 

Detective Hornsby said that cash 

collateral of $26 was assessed for 
the reappearance of all but two of 
the men, and that these two were 
Those as- 
smaller amounts did not 
reappear for hearing, he said, while 
those assessed $100 returned and 
were fined $26 each. 
' The detective said that L. H. Fos- 
ter came to him that night and told 
him that Floyd Woodward and Jim 
McBride were operating the place 
which had been raided, but that 
Foster was unwilling to swear 
against the men he accused. On 
two other occasions he visited the 
same place with the officers, but 
found nothing to indicate continued 
gaming, he said. 

Detective Hornsby also testified 
to the whereabouts of Detective Lon 
Terry on the night which Mills 
claimed he had dealings with him, 
tending to completely refute the 
Statements of Mills. 

O. L. Howell, a city detective who 
was on the raid with Hornsby and 
Officer Shumate on the night of the 
raid, was questioned as _ to the 
method of operation at detective 
headquarters when a “tip” was gi- 
en on a gaming place. -He_ said 
that when the word came to the sta- 
tion that a game was in progress, no 
time was wasted, but the officers 
left immediately to make the raid. 


Attacks Mills’ Statements. 


W. L. Payne, another member of 
the city detective force, was next 
on the stand, giving evidence which 
tended to disparage the testimony 
oftered by Mills at the morning ses- 
sion. For one thing, the detective 
said that he didn’t remember ever 
seeing Mills out of an intoxicated 
condition before the hearing Thurs- 


‘regularity 


day. He told of several instances 
where Mills had tipped detectives 
off to plages where liquor was be- 
ing solé, and when quizzed by 
Mills himself, told the investigators 
that Mills had shown the officers 
the place at 25% West Peachtree, 
where a big liquor raid was “pull- 
ed” before tht discovery of the al- 
leged “wire-tapping syndicate.” 

The sensation of the morning 
session was the testimony of Mills. 
who made various charges of ir- 
in the detective forces, 
especially attacking Detective Lon 
Terry in his lengthy testimony, 
charging that he had several times 
seen the detective go into the Cen- 
tral] avenue gambling house as well 
as alleging that the officer often 
confiscated liquor without making 
arrests. 

Mr. Hatcher, chairman of coun- 
cil’s committee, questioned Mills 
about the actions and death of the 
negro, Babe Rachels, alleged blind 
tiger, who was killed on Decatur

street some time ago. In connec- 
tion with this case, Detective Terry | 
was cited for contempt of court. | 
Mills testified that he knew the; 
negro well and that he had often | 
bought liquor from him. 

“On October 15 I found the ne- 
gro at a negro taxi stand at Auburn 
avenue and Bell street and tried to 
zet some whisky,” said the witness. 
“He said he didn’t have any, but 
that he would get me some. He 
told me that Detective Terry had 
come and taken away his liquor but 
had not arrested him. 

Follows Detective. 

“He said he was going to kill 
Terry if he didn’t return the liquor 
and just then he saw Terry going 
across the street and started to fol- 
low him. I went on up the street 
and. a few seconds later heard a 
Shot - fired. Another man came 
along and told me that Babe Rachel 
had been killed by another negro.” 

Mills said that he had dealings 
with the detective on another oc- 
casion, when Terry came up “to him 
in front of George’ Moore's ice 
cream parlor on Central avenue. He 
said that Terry asked him what he 
was going to do, to which Mills 
Says he responded: “I am going to 
Lakewood.” 


‘He told ‘me I was too drunk and 
asked me if I wanted to make some 

oney. He showed me an auto- 
mobile across the street with a man 
asleep or runk over the wheel. 
He told me the man was drunk and 
he had driven in a short while 
before with a load of liquor. He 
Eave me two quarts and told me 
if I would put it in the car he 
nay yt incre” man and split with 
me, got Scared and ran awav 
with the whisky without putting 
i. in the car and went to Lake- 
wood.” 

Mills said that at Lakewood the 
Same night two policemen whose 
names he did not know, helped him 
drink the liquor. He said that he 
was drunk and woke up the next 
morning in an Atlanta hotel with- 
out a cent in his pockets. Later 
in the day, he said, he was ar- 
rested for impersonating an officer 
the night before. 

Is Bound Over. : 

After his trial, said Mulls, he 
was bound Over under $5,909 bond. 

“I turned to Mr. Hurtel, the clerk, 
when they put the bond on me,” he 
said, “and remarked that they sure 
were sticking it to me. Mr. Hur- 
tel said: ‘You were tried before you 
came in here.’” 

Mills said that he tried without 
success to get his bond reduced, 
that he wrote to Chief Poole twice 
about it, and finally wrote to A. 
McD. Wilson, foreman of the grand 
jury. After this, ne said, a depu- 
ty came from Solicitor General Boy- 
kin’s office and took him to -the 
solicitor, whom he told all about 
the case. His bond was later re- 
duced to $500, said Mil's. 

Here Aldine Chambers, chairman 
of the committee from the board 
of police commissioners which is 
investigating the probe, began a 
thorough investigation of the tes- 
timony of Mills, introducing a writ- 
ten report about the alleged imper- 
sonation of an:officer. Mr. Cham- 
bers asked that three additional 
witnesses be summoned and show- 
ed entries on the police docket 
which showed that Mills had been 
arrested five times within the past 
year charged with being drunk and 
disorderly. 

Mills admitted that he had been 
arrested with reason on several 6c- 
casions, but said that at other times 
he had fieen unfairly detained. 

Quizzed By Chambers. 

“Then why did you forfeit your 
collateral?” asked Mr. Chambers. 

“Because I knew they would con- 
vict me; the recorder always takes 
the word of a policeman in prefer- 
ence to that of a citizen,” respond- 
ed Mills. 

When Mr. Chambers attempted to 
show that Mr. Boykin had secured 
the release of Mills on account of 
information given regarding the po- 
lice, Mills said that he had told Mr. 
Boykin nothing except facts con- 
cerning his own case. 

o Morning Session , 


At the opening of the morning 
session Alderman Hatcher made a 
brief talk, in the nature of a “‘key- 
note speech”, in which he stated 
that he wanted fairness exercised 
in the probe. i 

“IT don’t mind j stating frankly, 
that in general} my sympathy is 
with the police,” he said. “People 
are in the habit of calling policemen 
rotten, inefficient and crooked, but 
I have never heard such a state- 
ment made in my presence during 
the last fifteen years in which I 
have lived in Atlanta, that I did- 
n’t resent it. .I don’t believe that 
they are inefficient and crooked, 
and I won't believe it until it Is 
proven to me. A policeman has a 
pretty hard time. Whenever he 
doesthis duty, he makes an enemy, 
and in a country where democracy 
is rampant and everybody does 
more or less what he pleases, ar- 
rests always cause resentment. So 
a criminal or a group of criminals 
is always bitter and _ vindictive 
against the poli¢e. On the other 
hand, I have always set a high 
standard for the police. When the 
city clothes him with authority, 
and when he betrays his trust, no 
condemnation and no punishment 
is too severe for him.” 

Conclusion of his remarks. with 
the statement that no person must 
suffer or be intimidated on account 
of whatever evidence they might 
give the committee brought appro- 
val from Mr. Chambers, who stated 
that so far as he was concerned the 
police board would certainly co-op- 
erate in this.

Dublin Mayor Signs

$55,000 Worth of Bonds | 


Dublin, Ga., December 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The scrap that developed be- 
tween Mayor L. Q. Stubbs and the 
city council Monday night over the 


price offered the eity for $55,000,

Finally, she got 
her permit, but was so ill that she 
could not go back ts Cork for the 
funeral. 

“The spirit of Ireland is that of 
myself and my husband,” she said, 
drawing her story to a close. “The 
people want independence and they 
want England out, and there won't 
be any peace until we have that.” 


Terrible Suffering In Ireland. 


At present the suffering is terri- 
ble, especially among the women 
and children. The military are 
wrecking crops, burning creameries, 
and even keeping the people from 
buying things in shops. 

Mrs. MacSwiney’s accounts of the 
numerous arrests of her husband, 
his efforts on behalf of a free Irish 
nation, 4nd the actions of the Brit- 
ish government in attempting “to 
throttle Irish development,” were 
punctuated alternately py applause 
and sobs. 

Mrs. MacSwiney said material re- 
lief for her countrymen was neces- 
sary for many were Starving. 

“But what we want more,” she 
added, “is our freedom. We want 
England out. I think the people of 
Ireland would choose freedom and 
our republic rather than food if 
they were forced to choose between 
them.” 

The women of Ireland, she said, 
are organized as well as the men 
and their attitude is one of solidar- 


y. 

“The women of Ireland have 

steeled themselves to meet all tor- 

ment,” she declared. “The women 
of Ireland seldom weep now.” 
Told of Her Marriage. 


Mrs. MacSwiney told of her mar- 
riage to the late lord-mayor in 
England in 1917 just after her hus- 
band had been released from one of 
the many prison terms. She related 
how their only baby was born.while 
its father was in jail in Belfast 
and how she daily carried the child 
to visit her father in prison. 

Mrs. MatSwidvey recounicd the ar-

ginning of the last hunger strike. 
Her husband, she said, was charged 
with having had a code used by the 
police, and she asserted, that this 
was proper because of his position 
as lord mayor. She was present at 
the trial and said the lord mayor 
told her then of his intention to 
continue on hunger strike. She be- 
came convinced then, she declared, 
that her husband would die of star- 
vation unless the British govern- 
ment granted his release. 

“After my husband made his 
speech at the trial,” she continued, 
“T guess I became resigned; accus- 
tomed to what the future was to 
bring. The shock came first; it 
came harder on me then. After 
that I was reconciled and I was 
proud of his courage.” 

As hunger wore down the lord 
mayor’s strength, Mrs. MacSwiney 
said, he “absolutely radiated peace 
and contentment.” 

Knew Husband Was Happy. 
“I knew my husband was happy,” 
'sle declared, “and I never, never 
would interfere with my husband in 
a matter of conscience. It was his 
choice. It was the decision of his 
spirit.” 

Her husband exacted a promise 
from her, Mes. MacSwiney said, that 
she would not insist that he take 
| food. The prison officials, however, 
said they would not employ forced 
‘feeding until the prisoner became 
unconscious when they would give 
him food, Mrs. MacSwiney declared. 
Accordingly, five days before the 
lord mayor died, the prison author- 
ities “began feeding him, she as- 
serted, and continued to do so until 
his death. 


Mrs. MacSwiney gave a vivid re- 
cital of her experience with the 
Sritish officials and charged that 
th: British home office had spread 
propaganda to the effect that rela- 
tives of the lord mayor were secret- 
ly providing him with food. 

“That,” she exclaimed, “is the sort 
of lies they use about everything 
in connection with Ireland.” 

At the end, Senator Walsh, of 
Massachusetts, asked her about her 
baby and its health. “Very well,” 
she .replied, her eyes brightening; 
and then, turning to the whole au- 
dience, she asked, with a smile;

“TT knew my husband was happy- 
as hfs physical strength was worn 
away by hunger, for his counte- 
nance absolutely radiated peace and 
contentment,” Mrs. MacSwiney as- 
“ft was besought to plead 
with him to take food. But I would 


not, for I never, never would inter- 


fere with my husband in a matter 
of conscience. It was his choice. It 
was the decision of his spirit.” 

Miss MacSwiney expressed the 
belief that the fatal hunger strike 
of her brother had greatly bene- 
fitted the Irish movement. She told 
of the series of telegrams she held, 
exchanged with Premier Lloyd- 
George in an attempt to fix respon- 
sibility for her brother’s prison sen- 
tence and for the treatment he and 
his relatives had been accorded by 
the British government. 

She Accuses Lloyd-George. 


“The result of this exchange of 
telegrams,” she added, “made me 
feel that Lloyd-George was respon- 
sible before God and man for the 
death of my brother. I shall con-

Hough Green, Lancashire, Eng- | 
land, December 9.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Arthur Henderson, 
who has just returned from Ireland, 
where he went on a trip of inspec- 
tion with the labor commission, said 
in an address here tonight that 
if British statesmanship was not 
equal to the opportunity which he 
now was convinced was open, a 
hopeless situation, so far as: Ire- 
land was concerned, was bound to 
arise. It was impossible for him, 
he said, to exaggerate the deplor- 
able conditions prevailing there. 

“Coercion is applied with such 
indiscriminate violence,” Mr. Hen- 
derson declared, “that the people 
are terror. stricken.

WAGE CUT FORECAST 
NN THE TEXTILE MILLS 


Manufacturers Think That 
22 1-2 Per Cent Reduc- 


tion Is Necessary. 


Boston, December 9.—A wage re- 
duction of 22% per cent in textile 
mills in New England and New 
York state was forecast today in 
a statement issued after a confer- 
ence of textile manufacturers. aAp- 
proximately 75 per cent of the in- 
dustry in this section representing 
makers of both cotton and woolen 
products was represented at the con- 
ference. The industry employs 300,- 
000 persons. 

Such a reduction, according to the 
statement, would bring the wage 
schedules back approximately to the 
figures that existed a year ago and 
would leave the wage standards 


fenerally more than double those 
of 1915. + 

The present stagnant condition of 
the textile industry made consider- 
ation of a wage reduction neces- 
gary, it was stated. After explain- 
ing that all sections of New Eng- 
land as well as New York state 
were represented by the manufac- 
turers who took part in the con- 
ference. The statement said: 

“It is evident from what has 
transpired in the past few montns 
that there has been an insistent 
and compelling demand on the part 
of the public that the cost of liv- 
ing should be lessened by a read- 
justment of the prices of commaoadi- 
ties entering into the expense of 
daily life. This demand has been, 
and is, country-wide, and it Dde- 
comes the duty of all those inter- 
ested in.industries which affect 1m- 
mediately the cost of living, to give 
serious consideration to this sub- 
ject. 

Manufacturers Reluctant. 

“Manufacturers have been reluct- 
ant to make any radical changes 
in wages because of its effect at 
a time when ther@ has seemed to 
be so little willinghens on the part 
of the retailer to do business on a 
lower basis o fprice. But conditions 
have recently come about whereby 
this situation has been materially 
affected, and prices of articles en- 
tering into the cost of living have 
been reduced to a considerable ex- 
tent. Now that the process of re- 
adjustment has operated in the 
wage earners’ favor, and living costs 
are still further to be fessened as 
the present low prices of raw ma- 
terials are reflected in retail costs, 
the manufacturer can properly take 
some action to lessen the labor cost 
involved in production. 

“The refusal of ‘buyers to pur- 
chase goods for the past four or 
five months on a high basis of 
cost has led to a stagnation of the 
markets upon which the manufac- 
turers denend so that at the pres- 
ent time many of the textile mills 
in New England have been obliged 
to shut down; many more are 
working on short time, and unless 
something is done to remedy these 
conditions unemployment will be in- 
creased and continue. 

“Therefore. it becomes the duty 
of manufacturers to consider some 
means of providing for a stabiliza- 
tion of prices so that merchants may 
be put in a position to order goods 
without fear of further declines. 

“It is obvious that no one will 
buy the product of the mills until 
the various factors, including labor, 
entering into the cost of production, 
have been reduced to a point which 
represents to the purchaser of the 
mills’ product a safe basis for do- 
ing business.

IAP DEMAGOGUES 
WARNED BY KAHN 


—— 


California Congressman 
Says If War Comes It 
Will Be Brought on by 
Japanese Agitators. 


Washington, December 9.—Dis- 
cussing the Japanese question free- 
ly and frankly in a carefully pre- 


' pared address delivered today in the 


house, Representative Kahn, of Cal- 
ifornia; chairman of the military 
committee, declared that America 
heped always to avoid war, and that 
if “the statesmen, the publicists, 
the politicians, the agitators and the 
demagogues of Japan,” really want- 
ed war with the United States they 
would be the ones to bring it on and 
not the Americans. 

Mr. Kahn said he knew that he 
voiced “the earnest hope and. the 
patriotic American 


| 


that peace between the two coun-, 


tries may continue perpetually.” 

“But the world,” said he, “has 
only recently learned that we are 
not too proud to fight; nor are we 
afraid to fight when we are forced 
into war.” 

T..e military committee chairman 
took_occasion to reaffirm his belief 
that a universal military training 
policy would best safeguard the 
country and added: 

“I have no fear that there will be 
war between Japan and the United 
States in my lifetime, nor even the 
lifetime of my sons. And I am 
thoroughly satisfied that if my 
country remains measurably pre- 
pared there will be no difficulty be- 
tween the two nations at any time.” 

History of Relations, 

Mr. Kahn briefly reviewed the 
history of the relations between the 
United States‘and Japan and with 
regard to the Japanese immigration 
problem in California, now the sub- 
ject of treaty negotlations between 
the two governments, said students 
of international law everywhere had 
recognized the “absolute right” of 
any nation to reguiate immigration 
as it deemed best. Even Japanese 
students were familiar with unl- 
versally accepted decisions on this 
point, he said, and added: 

“It is, therefore, most unfortu- 
nate that a constant agitation re- 
garding these matters is maintaln- 
ed by our neighbor across the Pa- 
cific; because the final effect of 
such propaganda and agitation un- 
doubtedly is to instill a pronounced 
hatred of America and Americans 
among the masses in Japan. . 

The speaker said “many public 
officials in Japan,” as well as polit- 
ical agitators, had “tried to make 
the world believe’ that opposition 
to the immigration of Japanese la- 
borers into the United States was 
“based upon racial prejudice. 

“We of the Pacific coast deny that 
this is the case,” he declared. “No 
objection has ever been made to the 
wamission into this country of Jap- 
anese professional men of Japanese 
financiers, or Japanese religious 
teachers or leaders or bona fide 
Japanese merchants or Japanese 
travelers. The sole objection is to 
the laboring class.” 

Representative Kahn called atten- 
tion to newspaper dispatches quot- 
ing Count Okuma, head of the Jap- 
anese peace society, as having said 
that if the United States restricted 
Japanese immigration by statute in- 
stead of by volurftary action of Ja- 
pan, the latter rather than “suffer 
such prejudice to her prestige must 
resort to force.” 

Alleged Demagogues in Japan. 

‘Surely,” Mr. Kahn said, “the 
head of the peace society of Japan 
does not advocate the taking up of 
arms against the United States as 
indicated in the newspaper article.” 

From his reading of Japanese his- 
tory, Representative Kahn sald, he 
was sometimes inclined to believe 
that “there are many more political 
agitators and demagogues on the 
other side of the Pacific than we 
can possibly find in our own coun- 
sy." 

“Happily.” he continued, “we in 
America are not worked tnto a 
frenzy of excitement by purely po- 
litical happenings.”

Downtown Trade Suffers 
From Present Ordinances, 
Merchants Assert. 


That business is being interfered 
_with by the present difficulty of the 
city’s parking ordinances is the 
opinion of a large number -of retai) 
‘merchants, as expressed by M. Rich, 
of a local clothing firm. Mr. Rich 
declares that he hopes the city coun- 
cil will amend the present traffic 
regulations as they affect the park- 
ing ordinances, in accordance with 
plans which have been indorsed by 
the Woman's club. These revised 
regulations, drafted into the shape 


of an ordinance, have been intro- 
duced into council. Public hearings 
upon the proposed measure will be 
held,in council meeting Monday aft- 
ernoon.

city council, sched- 
uled to be held Friday afternoon 
to consider revision of certain 
phases of the parking ordinances, 
was postponed until 3 o'clock on the 
afternoon of Friday following, by 
reason of the absence of several 
committee members who are en- 
gaged in an inquiry regarding fric- 
tion said to exist between the so- 
licitor general and the police de- 
partment. 

“The present traffic, regulations,” 
Mr. Rich asserted, “work an un- 
necessary hardship not only on the 
owners of automobiles, but also 
upon the merchants of Atlanta, 
whose establishments are located 
within the so-called restricted zone. 
“Experience has established the un- 
fair and discriminatory nature of 
the present ordinance. Moreover, a 
fair trial of the regulations fur- 
nishes convincing proof that they 
have failed to relieve traffic condi- 
tions in the business districts, 

“Visitors from nearby towns have 
ceased driving into Atlanta to do 
their shopping because they cannot 
park their cars within reasonable 
distance of the shopping district. 


The same thing holds gaod with the 
women of Atlanta. They must use 
|the crowded trolleys if they visit 
the business district or they must 
stay at home. Those who drive 
their own cars find it difficu]t to 
locate a parking space within walk- 
ing distance from the shopping cen- 
ter. 

“The ordinance now pending in 
eouncil will relieve these condi- 
tions and will at the same time 
expedite and encourage motor traf- 
fic on the streets of Atlanta.” 

Mrs. Irving Thomas, president of 
the Atlanta Woman's club, Thurs- 
day urged all women who drive 
their own cars and those who are 
interested in shopping in the down- 
town district, to meet at the city 
hall Friday afternoon of next week 
at 3 o’clock to appear before the 
council committee considering 
amendments to the parking ordi- 
nance.

Geneva, December 9.—Canada hav- 
ing forced a complete backdown on 
the part of the league of nations as- 
sembly with respect to the forma- 
tion of permanent organizations to 
consider finance, transportation and 
public health questions, considerable 
comment has arisen in connection 
with the American charge that Eng- 
land has six votes In the assembly 
as against one for the United States. 

In his assault on old world diplom. 
acy and European statesmanship, N. 
W. Powell, of Canada, certainly gave 
no one the idea that Canada was 
voting with England on the matter 
gf placing financial and other mat- 


men. His speech, as a matter of 
fact, only further emphasized what 
the action of other dominion delega- 
tions has shown from the outset—a 
determination to think and act for 
themselves in league affairs. And. 
invariably, the dominion delegations 
have been aligned.with the liberal 
elements in the assemDly, as oppos- 
ed to those representing the old or- 
der of diplomacy. 
Experts to Be Named. 

Under the compromise agreement 
which was reached after Rowell’s 
vigorous objection to the permanent 
committee plan of dealing with af- 
fairs, experts will be appointed to 
study finance, transportation and 
health problems, but their work will 
be merely advisory.

The admission of Bulgaria to the 
leawue of nations has been voted 
by the commission on the admission 
of new states.

The commission also dectded to 
permit Armenia, Albania and Geor- 
gia to particinate in the work ofthe 
technical commission, Lichtenstein 
was refused admission, but will be 
allowed representation of {ts infer- 
ests in the league bv Switzerland. 

The B&ltic states were not admit- 
ted and the only remaining question 
is the disposition of Lithuania. 

Wilson Reply Disappoints. 

President Wilson’s negative renly 
to the league of nations’ invitation 
to name an unofficial delegate to 
co-operate with the commission to 
be appointed by the assembly to 
discuss disarmament has caused 
rreat disappointment here.
